A platinum ring was presented to

The ring was presented by Luther C. 
Steward, president of the Federation 
of Federal Employes, and Gertrude Mc- 
Nally, secretary of the organization 
The ceremony took place in Welch's 
office and was in the nature of a “sur- 
prise party.” 

The ring bears the motto of the 
federation—"“One for all, and all for 
one.” Inside was Mr. Welch's name, the 
inscription H. R. 6518, which was the 
‘legislative designation of his pay Dill, 
and the date on which the bill was 
signed by the President May 28, 1928. 


Steward Played Hunch, 


Bteward played a “hunch” in having 
that date inscribed on the ring. He 
gave that date to the engraver four 
days ago, when nobody knew for a cer- 
tainty when the President would sign 
the measure. 

Playing his hunch, however, Steward 
took a chance and made it May 28, 
which turned out to be correct. 

In presenting the ring, Steward sald: 

“Now that this round of the battle 
is over, the membership of the WNa- 
tional Federation of Federal Employes 
want, in some little way, to express 
their appreciation for your interest and 
your faithful work. 

“There are some things you can’t ex- 
press in a way that carries your real 
feelings. There are things on which 
you can not fix a real value.

Wife Need Not Take Name 


Court Decides 


The Equity Court was asked yesterday 


maiden name, even though, as a mat- 
ter of law, she never really lost it. 
The applicant is Dr. Winifred G. Tuve, 
27, a physician, wife of Merle A. Tuve, 
who says that she has always been 
known as Winifred G. Whitman, and 
that her husband has no objection to 
the nonuse by her of his last name. 
Dr. Tuve says that she received her 
degree at the University of Minnesota 
in June, 1927, and on October 27 of 
that year she became the wife of 
Tuve. She appeared as her own at- 
torney. 

There is no law under which a 
court may restore a woman’s maiden 
name in such a case, nor is there any 
law against doing such a thing. Ac- 
cording to a decision by Federal Judge 
Thatcher in New York City on May 25, 
1926, a woman may assume the name 
of the man she married, but there 
is no law to compel her to do so.

FATE OF SHOALS BILL 
IN HANDS OF COOLIDGE 


Public Buildings Funds In- 
creased; $15,000,000 More 
Allowed Hospitals.

Enveloped in clouds of preconvention 
campaign gmoke the first session of 
the Seventieth Congress left approxi- 


mately 1,000 new laws, numbering 
among them major accomplishments 
that rival any peace-time session In the 
history of the country. It was slow to 
get away at the start, especialiy the 
Senate half of it, but the finish found 
the naval construction bill and Boul- 
der Dam as the only two measures left, 
and the latter retains a preferred sta- 
tus for the next session 

Adjournment came, too, without the 
President signing the  Norris-Morin 
Muscle Shoals bill, reviving the ques- 
tion of whether it automatically dies 
or whether the President has ten days 
in which to sign it. The question has 
never been definitely settled by the 
courts 
he had ten days after adjournment of 
the long session in which to give his 
approval to measures, and during the 
war regime of President Wilson his At- 
torney General, A. Mitchell Palmer, so 
held. But the Palmer opinion was per- 
mitted to go unchallenged because of 
war conditions. 

Should the President sign the Muscle 
Shoals measure, it would likely find 
its way into the courts. There its no 
reason to believe, however, that he ts 
this sympathetic to it. Earlier tn the 
Gay he was said to be having it studied 
by various departments of the Gov- 
ment and to look upon it as quite in- 
volved 

Jus; why the President was repre- 
sented during the session as being op- 
posed to the Muscle Shoals bill and 
both he and Secretary Hoover bespoken 
as favorable to Boulder Dam, involving 
the Government operation princtple as 
they do, is something that was never 
explained. 


Outstanding Accomplishments. 


Flood relief, merchant marine, allen 
property settlement and tax reduction 
were the outstanding accomplishmnets 
of the session Besides, both houses 
passed the McNary-Haugen farm Dill, 
which, however, was vetoed by the 
President. and subsequently he 
sustained by the Senate. 

In none of the major items did the 
exactly have his way, but 
did succeed in bringing about modifi- 
cations in the original intentions of 
the legislators. The disagreement be- 
tween the legislative and executive 
branches was intensified in the last 
days, the President returning three

Rall Legislation Falls. 


Railroad consolidation legislation 
was one important measure that failed 
of passage, but like the naval con- 
Struction program it retains its status 
until the next session. 

Failure of the latter measure strik- 

illustrates the remarkable  to- 
take on the congressional chutes 
of 71 vessels of war and an estimated 
When it 
reached the Senate only 25 vessels, 
mostly cruisers, were called for, and 
the Western Progressives forestalled 
action on even this program. 

Despite the fact that it will probably 
be passed at the next session it means 
that the building program will suffer 
a year's delay. 

Of nationwide interest in the early 
part of the session was the increase of 
$125.000,000 in’ the previous $165,000.000 
authorization for public buildings and 
proportionate funds were subsequently 
provided to carry on the building pro- 
gram. 

The extension of the life of the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission, passage of the 
bill authorizing an appropriation of 
$75,000,000 to assist States in road 
building, and the Rogers’ act authoriz- 
ing $15,000,000 for new hospital facili- 
ties were other accomplishments. 

Altogether approximately 20,000 
measures were introduced in the two 
houses, and of this number House 
committees reported 1,323 and Senate 
committees 900. 


Thirteen Senate Investigations, 


In addition to all this, the Senate 
kept up its reputation for being a very 
inquisitive body. At least seven major 
investigations were conducted, of 
Which four will continue work during 
the summer. Inquiries of less. im- 
portance brought the total number of 
Senate investigations to thirteen. 

Of the two celebrated membership 
contests, the case of Frank L. Smith, of 
Illinois, was decided, he being denied 
his seat. Only the illness of William 
S. Vare, of Pennsylvania, prevented a 
similar treatment of him later in the 
session.

Davis, told of receiving $2,200 from 
Rush L. Holland, a former assistant At- 
torney General, and one of Hoover's 
campaign managers.

Paid for Advertising. 


He presented bills for having printed, 
as advertising, calls for the national 
and State Republican conventions in 
the paper of which he is editor, the 
Atlanta Independent, amounting to 
less than a thousand dollars. 

In addition to the money received 
from Holland, the Georgia committee- 
man testified he had received $750 
from J. H. Watson, another Georgia 
negro; $200 from G. F. Fianders, and 
about $800 collected throughout the 
State. He said he kept no books of his 
campaign expenditures and could not 
tell just how the money had been 
spent. 

Howard said he had received $2,000 
from Holland to be spent in promoting 
Hoover’s campaign in Mississippi, $2,000 
for his office here, most of which had 
been spent in Mississippi from the 
Hoover national committee, and said he 
expected $1,000 more. 

He presented a copy of the expenses 
of the Mississippi Republican commit- 
tee, which showed $2,900 had been ex- 
pended and that the committee had a 
deficit of $4,900 All of this, he said, 
had been expended in behalf of 
Hoover's candidacy, . 


Blocked Greer’s Control. 


Both negroes told stories of how 
white men had endeavored to take con- 
trol from them and how they fought 
such attempts, Davis said’ Clark Greer, 
a white man of Washington, came to 
Georgia and announced he was there 
to run the Hoover campaign. Davis 
said he then came to Washington and 
called on Postmaster General New, who 
advised him to see Holland. 

Davis then visited Howard, who ar- 
ranged for him to meet Holland, after 
which the Georgia negro received two 
payments to be used “legitimately” in 
favor of Hoover. He got 81,200 the 
first time and $1,000 the second time. 


He added that Greer did not s‘icceed,

The. tax reduction bill was signed 
yesterday by President Coolidge, 

The measure, which now Is law, pro- 
vides for an estimated annual reduction 
in tax payments of $222,495,000. 

However, the cut in Government 
revenue under the act is estimated at 
only $155,000,000 for the next fiscal 
year beginning July 1, the full force of 
the reduction not being felt until the 
following fiscal year. 

Corporations are the chief beneficiaries 
new act, which makes vir- 
‘tually no changes in the present in- 
dividual income tax rates. The law 
provides:

While the act makes 
changes in the administrative 
visions with a view to simplification, 
no change is provided in the present 
law prohibiting publicity for 
tax returns 
The original House proposal to abol- 
ish the practice of allowing consoll- 
dated tax returns to be made by affili- 
ated corporations was stricken out by 
the Senate and the new law is vir- 
tually the same as at present. 


Surtax Penalties Retained, 

Likewise, the existing law relating to 
penalization of corporations formed for 
the purpose of evading surtax pay- 
ments is retained in favor of an at- 
tempt at modification originally pro- 
posed in the House bill.. 

The reduction in the corporation tax 
is effective on income for this calendar 
year on which taxes are payable next 
year. The House had proposed to make 
it effective on 1927 income on which 
taxes are due this calendar year. This 
change in the final measure, therefore, 
makes no change in the taxes paid ‘by 
corporations this year and with the next 
Goverument fiscal year beginning on 
July 1, the present taxes of corporations 
will be paid for half of that year, thus 
accounting for only part of the reduc- 
tions allowed under the bill becoming 
effective during this fiscal year. 

Repeal of the automobile tax ts ef- 
fective immediately, but the changes 
made in the levies on admissions and 
club dues become effective 30 days from 
today. Likewise the changes in the 
cereal beverage and wine taxes become 
effective in 30 days.

Reduction Went Into Effect When President Affixed 


His Signature—Makers, 


Dealers and Owners All 


Benefit in Victory After Long Struggle.

An annual burden of approximately 
$66,000,000 was lifted from 
of American motor car buyers, and the 


gates were opened to a significant 
market expansion on the part of the 
Nation’s greatest industry yesterday, 
when President Coolidge signed the 
new tax bill with its provision elim- 
inating the 3 per cent excise tax on au- 
tomobiles. The tax was removed the 
minute the President affixed his signa- 
ture 

With its effect of reducing the price 
of the automobile from 815 to $25 in 
the popular price field to $100 to $125 
in the upper ranges, the action of the 
President is expected to unleash a tide 
of motor-car buying that has been held 
in abeyance tn all parts of the country 
pending the fate of the proposal to 
eliminate the levy which was tmposed 
during the World War. 

Manufacturers, dealers and prospec- 
tive car buyers in all parts of the coun- 
try are elated at the result of the sev- 
eral years battle that has been waged 
against the excise tax on automobiles 
as unfair and discriminatory. Wash- 
ington dealers, anticipating an end to 
the attitude of waiting that has been 
adopted by many prospective car buy- 
ers, are particularly gratified that the 
tax elimination has become an actu- 
ality. 

An immediate and happy effect upon 
the motor-car market in the National 
Capital is foreseen by the representa- 
tives of all automobile manufacturers 
here. 

The removal of the tax is the cll- 
max to a fight of several years, in which 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, the manufacturers’ organi- 
zation, the National Automobile Deal- 
ers Association and the American Au- 
tomobile Association, representing the 
car owner, have fought side by side. 


Bases of Opposition. 


They based their opposition upon the 
fact that the levy was unfair and dis- 
criminatory and entirely unnecessary, 
with the passing of the war emergency 
which brought it into being. 

While the car buyer benefits du:rectly 
in the elimination of the tax, since it 
will result in an immediate reduction 
in the price of all automobiles, manu- 
facturers and dealers also will reap a 
harvest of excellent and desirable re- 
sults. 

In the case of the car maker, with 
prices at bedrock, the removal of the 
tax represents a price reduction in his 
product that will prove valuable in 
enhancing its appeal. 

Manufacturing economies, the prod- 
uct of a production efficiency that 
Knows no parallel in any industria) 
enterprise, apparently, for the time be- 
ing at least, have reached an effective 
limit. Now, through an outside agency. 
the manufacturer is presented with an 
opportunity to offer buyers of his prod- 
uct a reduction in price that equals 
that made possible by many of the in- 
dividual production betterments in the 
past.

WOMEN SEEKING NEW 
ORGANIZATION CHARTER 


Recommendation to Withdraw 
From Lobby Also Wins 
~ Acceptance. 


San Antonio, Tex., May 29 (A.P.).— 
Recommendations that the Federation 
of Women's Clubs seek a congressional 
investigation of all of its activities and 
all of its expenditures were accepted 
by the legislative board of the federa- 
tion here late today. 


This step, recommended by Mrs. 
John D. Sherman, of Estes Park, Colo., 
president. meets the action of the 
Henderson, Ky., Women’s Club, which 
has requested such an investigation 
by Congress. 

The Federation now operates under 
@® special charter granted by Congress. 
Originally the federation devoted itself 
almost wholly to cultural activities, 
but in the last few years it has taken 
on civic and other interests to which 
the Henderson Club objects. 


New Charter Sought. 


The federation is seeking a new 
charter from Congress enlarging its 
scope, but the Henderson Club is op- 
posing this and seeking to have the 
present charter revoked on the ground 
that the organization has gone beyond 
the limits set in the original charter. 

Mrs. Sherman's recommendation that 
the federation withdraw from a joint 
lobby of women's organizations also 
Was accepted. 

The lobby is described by some as a 
powerful organization having unlimited 
funds behind it. Others say that its 
funds are very small and that it acts 
merely in an advisory capacity, keep- 
ing the organizations participating in 
touch with pending legislation for 
women.

Kansas City, May 29 (A.P.).—Broad- 
ening its views on remarriage of di- 
vorced persons, the Methodist Episcopal 
Church here today in the closing ses- 


sign of its quadrennial general confer- 
ene recognized the full moral equlva- 
lent of adultery as sufficiet grounds 
for divorce action. 

Heretofore ministers have been for- 
bidden to marry a divorced person ex- 
cept the innocent party in a divorce 
resulting from adultery 

The discipline as amended reads: 

“A minister shall not solemnize a mar- 
rlage of a divorced person whose hus- 
band or wife is still living. except for 
the innocent person, when it is clearly 
established in his own mind that the 
true cause of divorce is adultery or its 
moral equivalent.” 

The conference, moreover, vote! to 
recognize divorces granted by the State, 
to receive divorced persons into the 
church, to trust the decision of their 
ministers on eligibility of divorced per- 
sons to be remarried, and adopted a 
comprehensive educational program re- 
garding marriage. 

Although the action came within an 
hour of final conference adjournment, 
after 29 days of sessions, lateness of the 
hour did not halt a spirited debate upon 
the new divorce views. 


Sees Creed Weakened. 


Dr. George Elliott, New York church 
editor, bitterly assailed the plan as 

eakening the whole marriage creed otf 
Methodism “We would let down the 
bars, and make our laws as weak as 
the worst State laws are now,” he said. 
“What if a person does suffer in mar- 
riage by cruelty or brutality Christians 
have learned they must suffer. Mar- 
riage is not a civil contract, and it is 
not for us to provide an easy escape.” 

Judge Charles Pollock, of Fargo, N. 
Dak., for 20 years a district Judge, re- 
plied that he had heard thousands of 
divorce suits, and knew of innumerable 
cases where divorces were granted be- 
cause of inhuman treatment, as far us 
the records showed, but that the fact 
was that adultery was the uncom- 
plained cause of action. 

“Can't you trust your pastors to de- 
cide when divorce is justified?” asked 
the Rev. Walter J. Sherman, of San 
Francisco, in replying to the statement 
of Dr. Francis R. Bayley, of Baltimore, 
Md., that the old law gave ironclad pro- 
tection to the pastor in requiring him 
not to depend upon his own judgment, 
but on court records in divorce action. 

“The Catholic Church doesn’t trust 
its priests to decide, but the other lead- 
ing Protestant Chure hes do,” Mr. Sher- 
man asserted. 

Dr. Daniel L. Marsh, president of 
Boston University, chairman of the 
committee on the state of the church, 
submitting the report, sald that dl- 
vorces were increasing 200,000 yearly, 
and that the church must make some 
recognition of extenuating clircum- 
stances. 

Education for Marriage. 


“Shall we admit into our church some 
hopeless drunkard who has not been 
divorced, and refuse admittance to some 
poor woman, who divorced a similar 
brutal drunkard for cruelty?” he asked. 

The marriage educational program 
received unanimous indorsement, while 
the broadened divorce views passed by 
about a two to one vote.

Butterflies

On almost any summer day you may 
- 8py a dozen or more yellow butterflies 
if you stroll into a meadow. 


Besides the great family of yellows 
(which may remind us of the Smiths 
and Joneses) ther@ are many other 
families of butterflies. Among these 
are the meadow-browns, the longbeaks 
and the swallowtails. 


The swallowtails are so named be- 
wause of the points which jut out from 
their hind wings. These points have 
aan thought to resemble a swallow’'s 
tail, 


In the swallowtail family there are 
many branches—including the tigers, 
the blues, the blacks, the zebras and 
the giants. 

The black swallowtail is found in al- 
most every section of southern Can- 
ada and the United States. When eggs 
of the “blacks” hatch, the caterpillars 
feed on the leaves of vegetables. They 
Teast on the green parts of carrots, 
parsnips and parsely. They thus do 
damage to the truck farmer. After be- 
coming butterflies, they flit about for 
two months or so before death over- 
takes them. 

The blue swallowtail is one of the 
most gorgeous in North America. The 
hind wings are largely covered with 
blue-green scales which glisten in the

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THE TREATMENT FOR 
COARSE SKINS. 
EAR ViOLA PARIS: What should 
D one do for a coarse complexion? 
My face is inclined to be oily 
and the pores are large, cspecially on 
my forehead and around my nosé. 
UGLY DUCKLING. 

' Answer—In any effort to refine a 
coarse skin four things can not be em- 
phasized too strongly: proper habits of 
diet and exercise, thorough local 
cleansing, astringent applications and a 
daily antiseptic wash. Let us take 
them in turn. 

Since your skin is inclinea to be 
olly it is clear that you should modify 
your diet. Avoid all fried foods, f1t- 
tening foods, gravies, rich dressings 
and desserts. Eat méat sparingly and 
get along entire y withou’ butter if you 
can. Substitute for the fat-building 
food: you like plenty of fresh vege- 
tables, greens and fruits. Go in for 
swimming out of doors if possible; if 
not, an indoor pool is accessible in 
these days almost anywhere. At any 
rate, take some outdoor exercise every 
day. You will feel better, and your 
skin will soon begin to show the u- 
fects of your changed habits. 

A daily cleansing is essential. Apply 
cleansing cream to the face aia, after 
working it in well, wipe off the sur- 
plus. Make a thick lather of tincture 
of green soap on your face cloth, using 
hot w ter, and hold the cloth over the 
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face until it cools. %epe & this ap ,..- 
cation séver.] t'meés, but stor. when the 
face begins to feel sensitive. Rinse 
well, first in warm water, then in cool. 
This treatment will dissolve the oily 
grime in the pores and wash it away. 

Next must come an astringent appll- 
cation to close the tiny openings of the 
skin and to tighten the muscle *bers 
that have been relaxed by the hot 
water. Use any goo’ astringent lotion 
and follow it, if your skin is not too 
sensitive, with a brief ice rub. Wrap 
a small piece of ice in a linen hand- 
kerchief and rub it smoothly but firmly 
on the skin in an upward direction, 
using a rotary motion. 

Finally, a skin lotion should be ap- 
plied and left on overnight. A simple 
récipe that will suit most types of skin 
can be prepared with the following: Six 
ounces of rosé water, one-half dram of 
borax and 2 ounces of glycerin. Blend 
the ingredien‘s thoroughly. In the 
morning wash the face in warm water. 
then rinse in cold water, dry well and 
pat on a little of the skin lotion before 
powdering. 

All this may seem to you like a large 
order,, but only at first. Persist until 
the treatment becomes a part of the 
day’s routine cnd until your altered 
diet ahd’ sour dally exercise become 
habitual, which will be sooner than 
you think. And as you begin to see 
the improvement in your skin what 
at first may have seemed a chore will 
become a positive pleasure. ,

THE ANSWERS. 


1. One Spade or one No Trump. This 
hand contains two sound declarations; 
it has three suits stopped and more 
than average strength, also ample 
strength for a four-card Spade bid. The 
argument against No Trump is the 
menace of the worthless doubleton; the 
argument against the Spade is that 
bidding a four-card Majqy is always at- 
tended with danger because the part- 


ner may assist with a three-card suit. 
The writer’s choice in this case is one 
Spade, because the Major is headed by 
A-K-10 and the Club doubleton is ab- 
solutely defenseless. 

2. Double. Yesterday a hand was 
given with sufficient strength for 
South to bid No Trump but not for 
West to double South’s No Trump; and 
today a hand is given, strong enough 
for a double by West but better as an 
initial suit bid than a No Trump. This 
may appear contradictory but really it 
is not. Yesterday’s hand had just the 
qualification for an initial No Trump 
but lacked the more exacting essentials

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FATALITIES GAS 


HEATERS. 

UR German friends are getting 
mildly excited about bathroom 
fatalities due to small gas heat- 
ers, according to a Berlin letter in the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation. Dr. Knorr reports 34 ‘per- 
sons overcome by the fumes of gas 
burners in bathtooms. Of these, 8ix- 
teen died. 

Fatalities occurring in the bathroom 
are frequent in all countries. Some of 
these are due to fainting and acci- 
dental drowning: some to falls; some to 
other causes. However, the ordinary 
gas heater used in the bathroom leads 
all other sources of danger. 


Dr. Knorr says that in heating the 
45 ggllons of water required for a full 
bath; about one and a third cubic 
meters of gas is burned and this pro- 
duces two-thirds of a cubic meter of 
carbon monoxide. In other words, the 
ordinary gas burner, in consuming a 
foot of gas, makes about half a foot 
of carbon monoxide. This reads like a 
misprint of what the German doctor 
wrote. Bathroom gas heaters are 
usually without a smokestack or any 
sort of an air exhaust pipe or hood to 
keep the combustion gases out of the 
air. 


BATHROOM 


Dr. Knorr says gas burners should al- 
ways have a ventilation pipe. But he 
is far from being of the opinion that 
such a pipe would be the only re- 
quirement needed for safety. If the 
bathroom is small there should be a 
transom over the door, and it should 
be left open when the heater is going. 
Or, better still, the door of the bath- 
room should be left ajar. Whenever 
the weather permits the bathroom 
window should be left open while the 
room is in use. 


A still safer plan 1s to have a special) 
cabinet in which the heater is placed.

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WORK OF COMMISSION 
ON TAR CRITICIZE 


Robinson Urges Repeal of 
Flexible Provisions in 
1922 Act. 


REED OPPOSED TO MOVE 


(Associated Press.) 


Months of investigation of the tariff 
commission brought widely varying re- 
ports yesterday from the majority and 
minority of the special Senate commit- 
tee. 

For the majority, Senfitor Robinson, 
of Arkansas, the Democratic leader, 
recommended repeal of the flexible pro- 
visions of the 1922 tariff act by which 
the President has authority on findings 
by the commission to raise or lower 
duties. 

Unable to agree on this proposition, 
Senator Reed (Republican), Pennsyl- 
vania, for the minority, agreed that the 
record of the commission had been dis- 
appointing and its action slow. This 
situation he attributed to three causes: 
Continued wranging among the mem- 
bers; disagreement as to the necessity 
of seeking costs from the books of for- 
eign manufacturers and the fear of 


criticism. 

Senator Reed added that most 
these difficulties had disappeared and 
that the bickering had ended because 
of changes made in the personne! since 
the troubles became apparent. 

“The Chief Executive is already over- 
burdened with executive duties,” the 
majority report said. “Tariff making 
and revision under our Constitution 
are legislative duties, and to impose 
such responsibilities on the President 
as are carried in the flexible provision | 
confuse legislative and executive re- 
sponsibility.”

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RETIREMENT BILL GOES. 
OVER UNTIL DECEMBER 


House Leaders Give Veto as 
Reason for Blocking 
of Measure. 


The Dale bill to liberalize civil service 
retirement goes over to the short ses- 
sion of Congress in December. As was 
feared, House leaders blocked its con- 
sideration to the end. 

In refusiny to let the bill come up, 
it is understood, ths leaders were block- 
ing & vote, because they understood 
the President would veto the measure. 

The Senate passed the bill unani- 
mously, and the House would have 
passed it by an overwhelm!g majority. 
The leaders, however, were determined 
that the House would not be given a 
chance to pass it. 

Representative O’Connhior (Democrat), 
of New York, yesterday aske’ Repre- 
sentative, Snell, chairman of the rules 
committee, why he had not called up 
the rule on the retirement bill. He 
wanted to know from Snell if he did 
not think the retirement bill was just 
as important as the campaign funds 
investigation. 

‘If I wanted to be a demagogue, 1 
would say yes,” snapped Snell. 

Representative Moore (Democrat), 
Virginia, asked Snell point blank why 
he had refused to let retirement 
come up. 

“Because I haven't seen fil 
replied. 

“Why hasn't the gentleman seen fit 
to?”’ pursued Moore. 

“Well, that’s as far as I care to go,” 
said Snell, and that ended the discus- 
sion.

ongress is at an end. Its work has been 
good, bad and indifferent. The outstand- 
ing tendency of this Congress, as dis- 
tinguished from its predecessors, has 
been its disposition to adopt radical pro- 
posals that would have had no standing 
in other days. The Knownothings, Green- 
backers, Populists and Free Silverites 
were as radical as modern McNary- 
Haugenites and Government ownership 
advocates, but they met with less success 
in getting their nostrums through Con- 
gress. But for the veto, the session just 
ended would have committed the United 
States to a disastrous experiment in eco- 
nomics, costing hundreds of millions of 
dollars, and arraying consumers against 
producers in a battle that might have de- 
stroyed the foundation of American pros- 
perity—the protective tariff system. 

The radicals now count upon the re- 
sentment of the Western farm element 
to keep alive the scheme for “relieving” 
agriculture by overtaxing the consumers 
of foodstuffs. The struggle between pro- 
ducers and consumers may be renewed 
next winter. 

In the passage of the Muscle Shoals 
bill the radical elements again triumphed 
over prudence and the rule of the 
square deal. They voted to plunge the 
Government .into business—a proposition 
that had met with the decided opposition 
of President Coolidge, and which must 
be combated by American citizens if 
they wish to preserve their present form 
of Government. The bill failed to re- 
ceive the signature of the President. 

Congress failed to provide for new 
cruisers for the Navy. This failure will 
not prove fatal, but it indicates an indif- 
ference on the part of legislators that 
may well cause anxiety, in view of their 
eagerness to adopt radical innovations in 
other directions. In the rush to try new 
experiments the sufficiency of national 
defense has been neglected. This course 
of action is anything but wise. A na- 
tional emergency arising suddenly, as 
emergencies always do, would quickly 
demonstrate the unwisdom of Congress 
in failing to keep first line of defense in 
shape to protect the country. Valuable 
time has been lost, but possibly Provi- 
dence will furnish a safeguard by keep- 
ing the world at peace until Americans 
once more perceive the wisdom and 
necessity of providing their own means 
of defense. 

Although generous. appropriations 
have been made for the upkeep: of: the 
‘ Government and for such additional 
needs as flood control, it has been found 
possible to reduce taxation to the extent 
of $220,000,000. This is a move toward 
maintenance of prosperity by encourag- 
ing industry and capital. 

The session has been surfeited with 
political debate. Neither party can 
claim an advantage as a result of the dis- 
cussions. Both parties are entitled to 
credit for reducing taxation and provid- 
ing for flood control, and both of them 
are tainted with the radicalism that 
threatens to make the Government a 
competitor in business against its own 
citizens. 

The country now turns its attention 
to Kansas City and Houston. As the rec- 
ord stands, President Coolidge gains 
greater prestige than ever, and Congress 
contributes little to either party’s claims 
to special credit.

MUTILATION OF DOGS. 

Gov. Fuiler of Massachusetts has signed a 
bill prohibiting the clipping of dogs’ ears and 
making illegal the exhibition of dogs witb 
clipped ears if the clipping is done after Sep- 
tember.1 next. Friends of dumb animals will 


be gratified that Massachusetts has taken the 


lead in a needed reform movement. There 
never has been any justification for clipping 
the ears and bobbing the tails of dogs. Years 
-ago some one set out to improve upon nature, 
and established a convention that has been 
followed blindly ever since, despite the fact 
x that it is generally recognized that the mutl- 
- Jated beasts are no improvement upon nature. 


The law that Massachusetts has written will 
not be easy to enforce. Convention is a stern 
taskmaster, and so-called dog fanciers prob- 
ably will find ways to circumvent the authori- 
ties so long as there is demand for clipped dogs 
for exhibition purposes. Efforts are being 
made to present similar laws to other State 
legislatures, and eventually it may be generally 
unlawful to mutilate dogs. For the time being, 
however, Massachusetts stands alone. 

True friends of the dog should capitalize 
upon the moral effect of the Massachusetts law 
to agitate the enactment of similar laws else- 
where.’ Entire attention should not be paid to 
the legislatures. It is equally important to 
create a sentiment favoring the exhibition of 
unclipped and unbobbed dogs. Until dog 
fanciers themselves recognize the fact that the 
dog as created by nature defies artificial im- 
provement the battle against mutilation can 
only be half won. 


PLANS TO RESCUE NOBILE. 
There is no reason to believe that Gen. 
Umbertu Nobile and his companions aboard the 


polar dirigible Italia have perished. He is lost 
somewhere in the vast inhospitable Arctic 
wastes. Probably he has been forced to make 
a landing, and more than likely the Italia has 
been badly damaged. But the airship carried 
equipment and supplies necessary to save and 
prolong life in an emergency Such as has 
arisen. Nobile may even now be making his 
way toward civilization. 

In the meantime preparations for relief ex- 
peditions are well under way. A Norwegian 
aviator, experienced in piloting planes in the 
Arctic, is aboard a vessel with a navy seaplane 
bound for Spitzbergen. Specialists in Arctic 
exploration are holding council in Norway, 
studying ways and means for prompt rescue of 
the crew of the Italia, and if the airplane 
search is futile a large, well-equipped auxillary 
expedition will be started forth. The Citta di 
Milano, Nobile’s base ship, has been caught in 
the ice, but its commander probably will be 
able to work his ship loose and join in the 
search, 

The report that the Italia has been forced 
down on Amsterdam Island, 70 miles north of 
Kings Bay, has not been confirmed, and Arctic 
experts are inclined to place little faith in it. 
The consensus of opinion is that the ship is 
somewhere on the ice floe. In view of the fact 
that spring is approaching a position on the 
ice floe is not safe, but if the relief expeditions 
are able to make reasonably good time, Nobile 
and his companions can be saved. With a 
month’s supply of food, rifles, pistols and a 
large supply of ammunition, three sledges, 
skis and other equipment designed to insure 
the safety of the crew in the event it was neces- 
Sary to abandon the ship, Nobile should be 
able to maintain his party until relief arrives. 


FEDERAL SALARIES. 


The President has affixed his signature to 
the Welch pay raise Dill. Its enactment 
constitutes a legislative victory for those who 
guided it through an eventful career. When 
salary legislation was suggested early in the 
session there were only a handful who believed 
that it could be pushed through Congress, and 
fewer still who believed that it could receive 
Executive approval. The Federation of Federal 
Employes, however, certain congressmen and 
several individuals who had the best interests 
of the Federal employes at heart undertook to 
organize an active campaign in behalf of the 
legislation. Their efforts, assisted materially 
by the fact that in a presidential year Congress 
is unusually responsive to the folks back home, 
have culminated in a well-earned victory. 

The victory, of course, is not complete. The 
Welch bill provides only pitiful increases for 
those whose meager salaries are a reproach to 
Congress. But the measure is conceded to be 
merely “temporary’”’ legislation and contains a 
provision calling for a study of the entire 
Salary situation this summer by the Personnel 
Classification Board, which is directed to report 
back its findings to Congress in December, 

Those who have engineered the enactment of 
the Welch bill should be counseled not to relax 
their attention and interest. The study called 
for in the bill should be got under way forth- 
with. Seven months is little enough time in 
which to complete an adequate survey of the 
Federal salary structure. It is highly probable 
that Congress in December, released of the 
responsibility that goes with a presidential 
campaign, will be inclined to assert that ade- 
quate salary relief has been had as.a‘result of 
the Welch bill. There must be a competent 
voice to refute such an assertion. There must 
be leadership fully as competent as that which 
guided the enactment of the Welch bill td 
center attention upon the study that will have 
been completed and to sponsor legislation for 
comprehensive and scientific salary ‘reform 
throughout the Federal establishment. | 


AMERICAN UNIVERSITIES. 


In the second of the Rhodes Memorial Lec- 
tures, delivered the other day at Oxford, Dr. 
Abraham Flexner, of the Rockefeller General 
Education Board, said some things which, 
while quite true, are not exactly flattering 
either to American educationists or to the 
‘American people. Many may resent, but few 
can logically cavil, at his statement that the 
college students of the American universities 
“are, at the close of four years, intellectually 
considered, an unselected body of attractive 
boys and girls who have for the most part not 
yet-received a strenuous training.’”’ He deplores 
the “amazing extent’”’ to which colleges, in- 
stead of training broadly and deeply typical 
minds, create departments and offer courses 
‘tin order to enable a given individual to do a 
highly specific thing.” He claims that educa- 
tion, properly so called, has nothing to do with 
this ad hoc training, by which In America it 
has, he says, been to a considerable extent 
overlaid. In other words, Dr. Flexner !s op- 
posed to the whole bread-and-butter idea, which 
has for some years past been steadily invading 
the college departments of the institutions of 
higher learning in this country. 

He thinks that a university, as a seat of 
liberal learning, should be, indeed, well ad- 
justed to American needs, but that, at the 
same time, it should also be a corrective to the 
false emphasis of American life. He finds, 
however, that, again to an “amazing extent,” 
American universities seem to think otherwise. 
University administrators may deplore certain 
objectional. tendencies in American life, but, 
in Dr. Flexner’s opinion, they swim, for the 
most part, with the current and, instead of 
taking a stand, give the public what it wants, 
good and bad alike. In proof of this assertion, 
he instances the case of a great State uni- 
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versity, which counts toward the college A. B. 
degree courses in retail advertising, business 
letter ‘writing, copy reading and community 
news; and toward the degree of bachelor of 
science courses in costume model design, 
“kinesiology” (‘‘whatever,” he says, “that 
may be’’) and advertising campaigns. It is 
one thing, he claims, for economists and soci- 
Ologists to study the phenomena of modern 
business, and it is quite another thing—and an 
irrelevant and unworthy thing—for a modern 
university to ‘“‘short circuit’ experience and 
endeavor to furnish ready equipped, seductive 
advertisers and plausible bond salesmen, 

Dr. Flexner thinks that American universi- 
ties are now plunged in a morass, and that they 
would be assisted in crawling out of it if the 
undergraduate college were abolished. He 
thinks, further, that when the American people 
realize that, among the hundreds of so-called 
universities, there is today no consistent uni- 
versity, action—of what nature he does not 
say—will follow quickly and effectively. 

The reaction, on the part of spokesmen for 
the universities, to these strictures will be in- 
teresting to watch.

Relief workers 
were forced to take stringent measures to pre- 
vent the spread of disease in the wake of the 
flood. Later the most modern public health 
methods were used in rehabilitating the 
stricken section. 

A recent report of the Public Health Service 
reveais that 78 counties have adopted pro- 
grams of sanitation and that more than 200 
trained workers are now employed in carrying 
on the work. Local authorities, in some in- 
stances, have accepted and supported this new 
departure. In some sections there has been 
some reluctance to keep up the work that was 
begun at the time of the flood. Officials of the 
Public Health Service believe, however, that a 
sufficient start has been made, so that the idea 
will spread and that eventually the Mississippi 
Valley will enjoy the public health protection 
that it deserves. 

Few sections of the country stood in more 
pressifg need of health education. Little work 
of that character had been done among the 
negro population and the poorer. whites. 
Existence under the constant threat of floods 
was s0 insecure that localities as well as indi- 
viduals were forced to get along as best they 
could with the expenditure of as little money 
as possible. The guarantee of flood control 
has now been given to the lowland dwellers. 
They can look forward to a new era, safe from 
ever-threatening destruction. It is well that 
this new outlook should be inaugurated with 
new standards of health. The local authorities 
along the river can rebuild on no _ better 
foundation. 


LOAN SHARK LEGISLATION. 

The New York State loan shark investiga- 
tion is barely dragging along. The problem Is 
most involved, of course, and remedial meas- 
ures could not have been obtained overnight. 
Other States, however, have been awaiting the 
result of the New York campaign hoping that 
a scheme might be evolved there that would 
be generally applicable. New York’s problem 
is not unique. Every State, particularly those 
that fall in the manufacturing or industrial 
classifications, has its share of salary buyers 
and usurers preying upon its low-salaried pop- 
ulation, 

Attorney General Ottinger, of New York, has 
been conducting a serles of meetings between 
representatives of certain business and profes- 
sional groups, each of which has appointed a 
committee to work with the attorney general’s 
office toward: eradication ‘of the loan shark 
evil by means of legislation. This is a tedious 
way to proceed, but the problem is large and 


affects a great many people, and conferences 


of this sort will probably bring about the best 
results. 

It has been suggested that the law regarding 
loans be liberalized to permit legitimate loan 
agencies a greater legal profit. In this fashion 
it is claimed that capital will be drawn to the 
small loan field. The flat rate of 2 per cent a 
month now permitted on chattel mortgages 
and the general 6 per cent rate on loans, it is 
asserted, are insufficient to attract the invest- 
ment of capital to help small borrowers, The 
suggestion seems logical. The cry will be 
raised, of course, that with higher lega] in- 
terest rates conditions will be little better than 
before. But, whatever the interest rate may be, 
regulated loans are better than unregulated. 
Loan sharks have been charging sometimes as 
much as 1,000 per cent. 

New York’s investigation has been beneficial 
at least to the extent of driving the usurers to 
cover, The important consideration now is to 
obtain laws calculated to cover every situation 
that may arise, upon which other jurisdictions 
can pattern their loan shark legislation. 


Reaction speed, says Prot. Charles Park, of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, is 
the chief cause of automobile accidents. The 
average automobile operator needs .54 seconds 
in which to apply the brake pedal after he has 
been given a signal, and if he is driving at 60 
miles an hour he will have moved forward 
471% feet in that time. The average driver, 
however, should not be made the yardstick. 
Speed laws and traffic regulations should be 
governed by those having the slowest reaction 
speed,

Secretary Davis Has 
No Objection to a 
Trip to Coast. 


EW YORK, May 29.—There is 
nothing definite as yet about the 
proposed home-and-home foot- 

ball agreement between West Point and 
Leland Stanford In 1928 and 1929. Re- 
ports from Washington and West Point 
this afternoon indicated that the con- 
tests were assured Final action, how- 
ever, has not been taken. A high Army 
football official made the following 
statement in the matter tonight: 

“Stanford: sounded us out two 
months ago and we replied at that time 
that it would be necessary to obtain 
consent of the War Department. It is 
evident that Stanford has gone to Sec- 
retary Davis through Senator Johnson, 
of California. 


“The statement by Secretary 
Davis that he would have no ob- 
jection to an Army team making 
the coast trip clears the way for 
Such an Intersectional contest. We 
may want to play Stanford or we 
may want to play another coast 
team, or we may not want to play 
out there at all this season.” 


An intersectional agreement between 
Army and any coast tea not only 
would establish a precedent by taking 
an Army team beyond Chicago, but 
would indicate that the Army-Navy 
breach ts growing wider. 

An Army-Stanford battle would be a 
strong factor in the movement which 
is tearing down sectional lines and mak- 
ing football a truly national game. It 
would join the Notre Dame-Southern 
California, Penn-California and Ore- 
gon Aggies-N. Y. U. relationship which 
will be in effect this year. 

The date mentioned for the first 
Army-Stanfordg contest on the coast is 
December 28, to take advantage of the 
10-day Christmas leave of the cadets. 
Army already is slated to play Notre

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ITALIA MET DISASTER 
AT MOFFEN, BELIEF

actively engaged in Norwegian prepara- 
tions for a relief expedition, felt that 
the rumors came from garbled radio 
messages sent out by various shore sta 
tions and he was pinning his main hope 
on Lieut. Holm's coming alr reconnais- 
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plans for an auxillary 
expedition by the Norwegian govern- 
ment were inclined to await develop- 
ments before going ahead. 

The Italia set out from Kings Bay at 
4:30 o’clock Spitzbergen time last Wed- 
nesday. (This was 10:30 p m. Tues- 

day Eastern standard time.) Flying the 
750 miles to the pole without great dif- 
ficulty, the Italia reached the top ol! 
the world at midnight Wednesday 
night Cruising over the region for 
two hours, the Italia dropped a large 
wooden cross which had been presented 
by Pope Pius and an Italian flag, then 
she turned her blunt nose toward her 
Kings Bay base. 

The last definite word was received 
at Kings Bay at 10 a. m. Friday morn- 
ing. From that time on the wireless 
messages which had kept the airship 
in touch with the world from her lone 
position over the Polar Sea, ceased. 
There have been many rumors and re- 
ports of messages from the ship since 
then, but all of these lacked confirma- 
tion and as time went on failed to ma- 
terialize. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press at Kings Bay says that the theory 
most favored there is that the Italia 
suffered a sudden disaster last Friday 
morning. He says this is based on the 
fact that when the last message was 
received from the dirigible, the radio 
operator promised to call again in two 
hours. But he never made that call, 
so it is figured that whatever accident 
took place must have been within those 
two hours. 

Since the airship was something more 


Meanwhile 


| than 100 miles north of Moffen Island 


when she last reported, it is figured 
that the disaster occurred somewhere 
in that neighborhood. If the Italia 
managed to make further progress 
southward, she may have crashed on 
land and a rescue would still be prac- 
ticable. But if the crash came over 
the ice on the Northern Sea, the 
chances of rescuing the crew would be 
exceedingly slim. 

Virtuaily this same theory has gained 
general support in Oslo. It is believed 
that it has prompted the Itallan gov- 
ernment to defer acceptance of Nor- 
wegian plans for a widespread search 
until Lieut. Holm has had opportunity 
to reconnoiter the north coasts of 
Spitzbergen and the waters in that vi- 
cinity. 

The Italian Minister told the Asso- 
ciated Press here tonight that he was 
statisfied that everything possible was 
being done He said the first concern 
must be with steps that would afford 
immediate first aid to Gen. Nobile and 
his companions. After this is accom- 
plished he said it would be simple to 
send out a larger expedition. 

The Italian representat.ve praised the 
promptitude with which the Norwegian 
authorities gave assistance. He said he 
had been instructed by his government 
to convey Italy’s heartfelt thanks. 

[It is understood that the larger ex- 
pedition will be undertaken only if the 
Italian government veccepts the Nor- 
wegian plans and cooperates fully. It 
seems that. the Italian Minister took 
up the subject of relief with the Nor- 


wegian authorities without waiting to 


corsult his own government. It de- 
vcloped, however, that Rome is disposed 
to await the results of the first searches 


before planning the supplementary ex-

A graphic record of how the public 
utility power interests prepared to 
combat the Walsh Senate resolution, 
calling for an investigation of their 
financial structure, was laid yesterday 
before the Federal Trade Commission.

This brief, the messages disclosed, 
was prepared by William L. Ransom, of 
New York, who later made the final 
argument against the Walsh resolution 
before the Senate interstate commerce 
committee, to which it was referred 
by the Senate. 


Revealed by Telegrams. 


Another telegram, dispatched after 
the Senate had given the investigation 
over to the commission, summoned the 
entire legal staff of the joint commit- 
tee, consisting of 22 attorneys, to 
Washington to prepare for the inquiry 

The messages also revealed that the 
Washington representatives of the foint 
committee maintained a vigilant watch 
over the progress of the Swing-John- 
son Boulder Canyon dam bill, which 
was passed by the House, only to bring 
up against a determined filibuster at 
the other end of the Capitol.

JAGKSON EXECUTED; 
FIRST IN DISTRICT'S 
NEW DEATH CHAIR 


Six Currents Sent Through 
Body Before Doctors De- 
clare Life Is Extinct. 


SANG PSALMS AS GUARDS 
PLACED FATAL STRAPS 


Denied to Last Guilt of Attack- 
ing Mrs. Daisy Welling on 
Grounds of Capitol. 


Down thirteen iron steps and through 
& long white-washed corridor in the 
District Jail, Philip Jackson, colored, 
marched stolidly to an electric chair 
and death yesterday morning. He was 
the first man to be executed with elec- 
tricity in this city. 

Six times his executioners sent the 
electric current coursing through his 
body. Each time he lunged forward 
against the straps that held him in the 
wooden chair. Dr. J. Frank Adcock, 
jail physician, pronounced Jackson 
dead. Seventeen minutes elapsed be- 
tween the time Jackson sat in the 
chair until he was pronounced dead. 

All prisoners were removed from the 
wing in which the execution took place. 
Four other men in the death cells re- 
ceived news of the execution without 
any visible signs of emotion, jail offi- 
clals said. They are Nicholas Eagles, 
John Proctor and Samuel Moreno, con- 
victed of murdering Policeman Busch, 
and Malcomb Howard, colored, convict- 
ed of murder. 


Declares His Innocence. 


Jackson had been convicted of crimi- 
nally assaulting Mrs. Daisy Welling in 
the Capitol Grounds on the night of 
February 18, 1927. Before beginning 
the death march he raised his right 
hand to newspaper reporters and swore 
that he was innocent of the crime. 

The time of the execution was set 
between the hours of 10 a. m. and 2 p. 
m. About one minute after 10 three 
guards walked to the death cell in 
which Jackson was lodged. Two of them 
grabbed his arms and the third walked 
behind him. In that fashion they 
started the walk to the death chair, a 
distance of almost a half city block. 


Walks Steadily to Death Chair. 


The death march wended its way 
across the rotunda of the jail, then 
down the thirteen steps and through 
the long corridor. Five newspaper re- 
porters designated by Maj. W. L. Peak. 
superintendent of the jail, as official 
witnesses of the execution, were sitting 
in a small improvised box, about 15 
feet from. the chair. Several guards 
stood around the chair. 

The Rev. W. D. Battle, pastor of Gal- 
braith A. M. E. Zion Church, and 
Brother John Roberts, 77-year-old col- 
Ored evangelist, led the condemnde man 
down the corridor. Jackson walked 
along easily, the guards tugging at his 
arms, and with his eyes fixed straight 
ahead. He sat down in the chair and 
the guards strapped him. The Rev. 
Battle began to recite the twenty-third 
psalm. 


Mask Muffles His Voice. 


Jackson fixed his eyes on the clergy- 
men, ignoring the guards strapping his 
arms and legs, and in a firm volce re- 
peated the psalm. A mask was placed 
over his mouth and his voice became 
muffled, but still he showed no signs 
of uneasiness. The psalm and the 
work of strapping Jackson to the chair 
were completed almost simultaneously. 

The guards then stepped back quickly 
and the corridor resounded with the 
gound of the switch being thrown. 
Johnson slumped in the chair, his head 
hanging down and his hands relaxed. 
His chest rose and fell once as if ne 
were breathing a sigh of relief. Dr. 
Adcock stepped forward, placed a 
etethascope over his heart, listened a 
moment, then stepped back and shook 
his head. Five times he repeated this. 
Then after the sixth shock he walked 
to Maj. Peak and the reporters and 
said: 

“I pronounce Philip Jackson dead.” 

Brother Roberts said afterward that 
he had seen 57 men hung. The execu- 
tion of Jackson was the first electrocu- 
tion he had witnessed. It was the most 
horrible death he had ever seen a man 
die, Roberts said. Jackson’s body was 
turned over to an undertaker. 


Man and Woman Held 
In Raid at Marlboro 


Harold L. Ludwig, alleged proprietor 
of the Marlboro Club, and Mrs. Mildred 
Vinton, a dancer, of Baltimore, will be 
arraigned before Police Justice J. Chew 
Sheriff at Upper Marlboro, Md., Friday, 
as the result of a raid on the club late 
Monday night by Prince Georges 
County authorities. Ludwig was ar- 
rested on a charge of maintaining a 

disorderly house and freed in $2,000 
‘ bond. The woman was released in $300 
bond as a government witness. 

According to the authorities, more 
than 50 persons from Washington and 
Baltimore were in the clubhouse, which 
is located ten miles from the Capitol 
on the Mariboro pike, when the ralding 
party entered. Many of the revelers 
escaped. Mrs. Vinton, it was said, was 
entertaining with a dance when the 
club was invaded. Court was set up 
in a second floor room of the club- 
house and charges against Ludwig and 
the woman were prepared. The raid- 
ing party was headed by Deputy 
Sheriff A. W. Hepburn and Sergt. Her- 
vey G. Machen, of Prince George 
County.

Final disposition of the hotel cab 
stand problen. was made yesterday by 
the District Commissioners. They 
adopted a modification of the public 
hack stand regulation prepared a year 
ago by Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superine-/ 
tendent of police. Whereas Maj. Hesse 
proposed to abolish the concession 
whereby hotels lease space before their, 
doors on a percentage arrangement te 
the big cab companies, the compromise \ 
plan adopted by the Commissioners 
yesterday is not nearly so sweeping. 

Independent cab owners are given 
restricted opportunity ‘> park their 
vehicles near hotels, but the most val- 
uable space, that near the hotel doors, 
is to be reserved, as it is ..ow, for hotel 
vehicles. Theoretically this spells an 
important change, as the Conimission- 
ers say the police will rely on old law 
and regulations, not recently invoked, 
to keep the hotels from having any 
but “livery” vehicles, bearing tags dese 
ignated by the letter “L,” instead of% 
public hacks designated “H” on their 
license plates. The L vehicles are not, 
under the law, permitted to solicit pub. 
lic business, but will be, at least tech- 
nically, used exclusively for hotel 
guests. 

Can Be Prosecuted. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Ring- 
gold Hart said that taxicabs encroach- 
ing on the private hotel parking space 
can be prosecuted for standing else- 
where than in a public vehicle stand, 
that L cars can be prosecuted for using 
hack-stand space, and that L vehicles 
can be prosecuted for doing public 
hacking »usiness. 

Police officials were not sanguine ag 
to how this complicated compromise 
would work out for regulation of. taxi-, 
cab traffic around hotels as compared 
with the simpler arrangement proposed 
by Maj. Hesse. Counsel for the large? 
hotels have been laboring with the, 
Commissioners for modification during 
the nrany months that have elapsed 
since Hesse made his first recommenda- 
tions. 

205 Taxicab 

The new rule set ide 224 public 
vehicle stands to accommodate 949 
vehicles. Taxicab stands will number, 
205, with space for 84; cabs; 11 stands 
will be for 57 sightseeing vehicles car- 
rying ten passengers each or less; 6 
will be for 37 express or furniture mov- 
ing wagons and 2 for 7 horse-drawn 
vehicles. 

The Commi ssioner~ also adopte 
three amendments to the traffic coud 
one specifically exempting public ve 
hicles from parking restrictions while 
occupying public hack stands, one to 
make it unlawful for persons to ride 
on the running boards of motor cars, 
or for motorists to permit others to 
do so, and one to make it unlawful

Rocky Mountain broods, the female of 
the species sting the trees on whica 
they lay their eggs, causing much dam- 
age.
